A thorough study has been made of the merits and adap- 
tability of Mr. Bryan's process of photogravure printing. 
Mr, Bryan has exclusive rights to the American franchise of this 
process, It has been found that the method does present a finer 
quality of gravure printing than that presently used by the av~- 
erage gravure printers in this country. However, there are no 
covering basic patents protecting this method. The expense in- 
volved in installing a plant of the kind required would be quite 
high. In order to train personnel in the technical aspects of 
this process, it wovld be necessary that personnel to be trained 
leave this country and undergo training somewhere in Holland. 
Such training would require 4 period of six months or thereabouts. 


It is felt that while this is an excellent process, it 
4s not adaptable to CIA's requirements at this time. It would 
be appreciated if a letter can be sent to Mr. Bryan, over the 
Admiral's signature, stating that, while we are interested ir: 
the process, there is no need at this time which justifies the 
installation of the necessary plant and expense of training per- 
sonnel, It is suggested that the letter also state that if such 
a requirement arises in the future, we will be glad to confer fur- 
ther with Mr. Bryan.
